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Historical Society Donates $150,000 
to Town House 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Mick Colageo 

The work being done around the Marion Town 
House will continue, thanks to a $150,000 donation from 
Sippican Historical Society. 

Frank McNamee and Will Tifft represented 
Sippican Historical Society at Monday's special, remote 
access meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen where 
the latter's membership voted to accept the donation. 

Selectman John Waterman told the meeting that 
the work on the front of the Town House has exhausted 
Community Preservation funds, and that this donation 
will see the project through its next phase, which includes 
work on the shrubs out front to open up the front entrance 
area, along with the addition of new soffits and fascia 
boards to the building. 

Waterman said that work has started on the roof 
on the annex that, without this donation, would not be 
happening, and that next year significant work will be 
done without needing to ask the taxpayers for help. 

"Without their help right now, our project will be 
at a standstill," said Town Administrator Jay McGrail. 

McNamee, who is handing over the reins as 
president of society to Tifft, said that the late 19th- 
century architectural gem built for Elizabeth Taber when 
she was in her 80s may be Marion's most significant 
historical building. Having been placed at the center of 
Tabor Academy's original campus, McNamee noted that 
someday the Town House and adjacent Taber Library will 
look across the park at a bronze statue of their famous 
benefactor. 

After the board approved the $150,000 donation, 
McNamee said, "We appreciate working with all of you, 
and we'll be part of this project for many years." 

Also in the meeting, the board voted to approve

the proposed pay scale for union employees in the Fire 
Department. 

"This is sorely needed for the Fire Department; it 
stabilizes where we are today and where we're going in 
the future," said Fire Chief Brian Jackvony, who said the 
deal allows Marion to remain competitive and employ the 
best paramedics available. "The captains look like they 
fall off the scale over the next two to three years so we will 
take a look at that." 

The approved pay grid for union employees 
begins July 1. 

McGrail noted that the impact on employees in 
the town's personnel policy was approved for the FY21 
budget at the June 22 town meeting. 

The board also voted to ratify union contracts for 
the Department of Public Works and for the Marion Town 
Employees Association, which serves the clerical union. 

McGrail said the deals are one-year extensions of 
existing contracts with a few terms added in and a plan to 
launch negotiations on a three-year deal in September or

October. ''It's been vetted through town counsel as well; 
both have been ratified by their unions," he said. 

Waterman congratulated Hills on his reelection to 
another three-year term on the Board of Selectmen. Hills 
was also reelected for three more years on the Planning 
Board. 

Chairperson Randy Parker took the opportunity 
to applaud all candidates. "Thanks to all who put their 
name in the hat to run for the positions... congrats to those 
who won their elected offices," he said. 

Waterman noted that, while there were no names 
on the ballot for Marion and ORR school committees, 
write-in campaigns produced three winners (see story on 
Marion election). 

McGrail said he was happy to have a successful 
town meeting (June 22) in the rearview mirror, and 
Waterman jokingly referred to the feat as "the ninth 
wonder of the world." Hills added that the town can 
look back at 2020 and how successful Marion has been 
in its approach to "the whole problem" of the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

Marion's website announced that town offices 
will be closed on Friday, July 3, and will reopen on 
Monday, July 6.

Old-School Strategies Still Ring True in 
Mosquito, Tick Season

In a presentation entitled "The Bugs That Bug 
You," Blake Dinius, the entomologist educator for the 
Plymouth County Extension, hosted a webinar on 
Monday aimed at educating county residents on Tick and 
Mosquito Biology, Ecology and Bite Prevention. 

The theme of the webinar was "blood-feeding"

and included a historical sketch mixed with educated 
guesses as to how the northeastern seaboard became such 
a center for Lyme Disease and mosquito infestation. 

To wit, ticks are 400 million years old, even 
predating dinosaurs, while mosquitos are more recently 
developed, estimated to have existed for 200 million 
years. "Why do they suck so badly?" asked Dinius 
without the slightest hint of sarcasm. He then proceeded 
to rattle off one interest fact after another, setting the table 
for some advice that was based on important truths and 
common sense. 

Fun facts featured the following: Only female 
mosquitoes look to drink our blood, and they do it 
directly from blood vessels for necessary egg production. 
Ticks are long-term feeders and create feeding lesions, 
and they spend from 4-7 days feeding on a wound 
they create. As the tick feeds, it injects things that 
keep a person from feeling an inflammatory response. 
Mosquitoes are technically pollinators and feed on nectar. 
Ticks only feed on blood their entire life. 

Things have changed for the worse in recent years

where it concerns pathogens and diseases resulting from 
tick and mosquito bites. 

From 1900-1920 there was only one disease 
associated with tick bites. In the past 20 years, it's not 
only the number of diseases that have increased but the 
number of cases. Lyme Disease cases are mostly along 
the northeast coast and to a lesser extent in the upper 
midwest. 

Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) is the most 
concerning mosquito-borne disease; 2019 was "a banner 
year." 

This amount of and kind of information can be 
troubling to many who live here, but Dinius says not to 
get caught up in gloom and doom.

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"If you just focus on what's going on the news, I 
can see you becoming an incredibly anxious individual. 
And so, while I'm glad we have freedom of the press, we 
want to (dissect) what's going on here," he said. 

Speculation abounds as to why Lyme Disease was 
only recently discovered, and Dinius thinks that it's long 
flown under the radar, like since the last ice age 60,000 
years ago. 

Factors in how these creatures have become more 
of a nuisance are multifaceted, including environmental 
as our hunter-gatherer ancestral society encountered 
fewer pathogens, and our 40,000-year-old agrarian/ 
agricultural society is likely to blame. An 1888 study 
suggested the destruction of wild hosts and wild habitat, 
replaced by community living and, starting 14,000 years 
ago, domesticated animals. 

More ticks (thanks to the changing habitat) may 
have been diverted (by us) away from feeding on rabbits, 
for instance. The result of the compounding factors likely 
led to more disease. Lyme and EEE, among other diseases, 
says Dinius, cycle between ticks and mosquitoes and 
certain respective non-flying and flying animals. 

Often thought of as a germ, Lyme is bacteria, 
a living organism with its own life-cycle. Mice get the 
bacteria and pass it on to ticks; humans cannot pass it 
back. 

New England's domination of Lyme may be due 
to close contact with an expanding number of hosts (i.e. 
deer). Deer disinfect ticks from Lyme and don't get sick 
doing so. The infection rate of Lyme comes from small 
animals. 

With its white-cedar swamps, the northeast 
is a perfect breeding ground for Lyme and for EEE. 
Mosquitoes also breed in trash, including large discarded 
items like tires. Degrading habitats contributes to 
increasing mosquito population. 

Dinius discussed the topic of climate change 
with the caveat that he considers himself unqualified to 
decide that climate change does or does not exist. But he 
gave examples of how warm temperatures accelerate the 
reproductive cycles of mosquitoes. 

Strategies for our survival are based on a 
triangular relationship between the pathogen (Lyme), the 
vector (tick), and the host (human). 

The pathogen-vector relationship can be affected 
somewhat by aerial spraying and the control of animal 
populations such as the removal of deer or mice; the 
pathogen-host relationship can be affected by a vaccine, 
but the most important relationship that Dinius focuses 
on is the vector-host relationship because that's the over 
which humans have a realistic amount of control. 

We can buy and apply repellents or spraying in 
our yards, or even benefit from aerial spraying. 

"I never let a tick or a mosquito scare me from 
doing something I enjoy doing," said Dinius, who enjoys 
fly fishing and camping. 

Ticks dwell in the soil, and only 6.3 percent are

active at a time. They require 82 percent humidity for 
survival so a tick inside a house is almost doomed. 

Mosquitoes are aquatic organisms and need 
access to water to survive. 

While there are many theories on what makes a 
yard more susceptible to an invasion of larval ticks, a 2019 
study isolated a few contributing factors. On the negative 
side, being near a forest, having a rock wall, or having 
trash on the ground all attract the tick population, while 
a solid fence discourages the same. Logs, animals, plants 
and gardens, and even a warning track between the yard 
and the woods won't make a difference. 

A neat yard discourages ticks, and raking leaves 
will reduce the population by 75 percent. 

Yard sprays are more effective against ticks than 
they are against mosquitoes. For ticks, use a pyrethroid- 
based (synthetic) spray, first spraying in early May, and 
then in early June; repeat annually. Dinius says the all¬ 
natural sprays do not work, but because he is confident 
in other strategies he does not spray his own yard. Dinius 
considers several sprays to be beyond unnecessary, calling 
it ineffective and reckless - and if commercially done 
then it's unethical - while overexposing the resident to 
compounds. 

Dinius says a professional sprayer should cost 
around $300 per year. Spraying should be confined to the 
perimeter and not the entire lawn; 82 percent of ticks in 
yards are within 8 feet of the edge.

If you do it yourself, buy a spray that is EPA 
registered and made for lawns and gardens, one that 
says it controls deer ticks or ticks, and is listed as 'heady 
to use" or "ready to spray" That way you can avoid 
mixing and just hook it up to your garden hose. Do not 
spray flowers in bloom. Follow listed instructions on the 
container to the last detail. 

When it comes to mosquitoes, homeowners 
often look toward a stagnant pond down the street as the 
culprit, but they often overlook the breeding grounds 
on their own property. Mosquitoes can breed in the 
amount of water it would take to fill a bottle cap. Dinius 
recommends keeping water moving or replacing it 
frequently. 

Yard sprays can control ticks for a whole year; 
for mosquitoes, they don't last more than a day or a week 
depending on product, technique, wind, time of day, and 
species. Dinius says spraying for mosquitoes only makes 
sense as a short-term strategy for the sake of an event like 
a backyard wedding. 

The best technique for personal prevention is 
to cover up. In the case of mosquitoes, that can mean 
wearing a head net; in the case of ticks, it always means 
tucking one's pants into his or her socks. 

Time of day matters for mosquito bites. While 34 
of 428 pools of mosquitoes tested during the day were 
carrying FEE and one in 87 were carrying West Nile Virus, 
those ratios exploded at twilight and night to 394 of 428 
for FEE and 86 of 87 for West Nile. 

The lasting impression from Dinius' wealth of 
experience and knowledge is that what we know most 
reliably we've actually known for a long time. 

Tick testing costs $15 for Plymouth County 
residents and $50 for those living outside Plymouth 
County.

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McMahon's music is a timely salve. 

The Mattapoisett native who grew up playing 
jazz music at Old Hammondtown School and Old 
Rochester Regional (class of 2012) developed his skills at 
Berkeley School of Music, but instead of emerging with a 
whirlwind of competing sounds, his new LP The Growing 
Season is as calm as the ocean at dawn. 

"I just had so much jazz music rammed down 
my throat," says McMahon, alluding to mountains of 
"technical stuff" he does not see in his future. "I wanted to 
go simple."

His sister planted a garden out 
back, thus The Growing Season. 

The LP was self-released this month under the 
artist title 'Marjorie' after McMahon's late grandmother, 
Marjorie Wood. "She's meant a lot in my mind," said 
McMahon, who recorded the record in the house. 

In "Rollin' On," McMahon sings about tribulation 
and comes back with, "Now there are some friends who 
always put me on the mend and keep me rollin' on."

defies the country and folk genres. It's easy listening to be 
sure, and maybe that's the point. 

"I always feel like I'm such a middle person; I'm 
always in the middle," he said. 

In "Josh's Song," McMahon remembers the 
ups and downs of losing touch and checking-in with a 
childhood pal whom he misses sometimes and doesn't 
at other times. "Idyll" is a two-minute guitar melody 
accompanied by singing birds. 

Even when it's instrumental, the music is 
contemplative and conversational. McMahon could say 
his lyrics as easily as sing them, which is probably no 
accident considering he dabbled in hip hop and other 
genres while studying at Berkeley.

Conceived last summer. The Growing Season is 
McMahon's first recording in "this kind of music," he 
said. "It's really just, like with Nick Drake, he tunes his 
guitar to a different tuning and I was very interested in 
that so... I used the same tuning pretty much throughout 
the whole album." 

On the recording, McMahon plays guitars, 
keyboard, and drums, everything except the bass (Ben 
Cornelius). 

A music nerd with a 66-year-old mother who has 
all older sisters, McMahon grew up in the 1960s, musically 
at least, and enjoys recordings from the era, noting Brenda 
Lee. 

"My dad got me into a bunch of different 
music," said McMahon, who learned his jazz foundation 
under the intense tutelage of Stan Ellis, a teacher at Old 
Hammondtown. "Then we had band, and jazz band after 
school. I got into the drums and he was a drummer. He 
pushed everyone really hard in junior high and high 
school." 

Ellis had left ORR by the time McMahon got to 
high school, but the work ethic and an open-ended view 
of music had been instilled. 

"I'm a solo act right now, but I hope to make this 
a band thing. I don't really want it to just be me. I want 
'Marjorie' to be a band," said McMahon. "That's the 
goal. I will get up by myself with an acoustic guitar, but 
hopefully when this pandemic phases out I'll get more 
people and we can actually get a band." 

McMahon has been told he sounds like Jack 
Johnson, but "I have listened to one Jack Johnson song in 
my whole life." He's fine with that, but traces his primary 
influences to Simon & Garfunkel, Bob Dylan, The Beatles 
including their solo works, and legendary, late British folk 
rocker Nick Drake. 

The Growing Season got some airplay last week on 
WMVY Radio (Martha's Vineyard). What happens next in 
the music business is anyone's guess, including where it 
concerns 'Marjorie'. 

"Everyone in my family knows I take it seriously. 
They knew I love it and have a talent and a vision for it," 
said McMahon. "I think my mom, she has the attitude, 'If 
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I pay for your college tuition, you better be doing it.' My 
dad, he's a sports guy... he supports me. 

"I don't really have a Plan B. When I look at the 
most successful people, they succeeded at it because they 
only had one plan... I've thought about teaching as well, 
but this is the goal for right now."

Hills Staves Off Multiple Challenges 

Marion Town Election

When Ted North pulled out of the Planning 
Board race at the end of April, he cited the coronavirus 
pandemic in a letter to the editor and wrote that "Marion 
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voter interest would be best served by returning all board 
incumbents to office." 

The Town of Marion apparently agreed, voting 
Norm Hills back onto the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board for three-year terms. Pat DeCosta was 
reelected to the Board of Assessors for a three-year term, 
and Chris Collings and Eileen Marum kept their seats on 
the Planning Board for three more years each. 

"I think, right now, the Board of Selectmen we 
have work very well together. It's not him against me 
and against you, name-calling, and things like that. We 
may not all agree on everything, but we agree on the 
fundamental things we need to go get done," said Hills. 
"Unfortunately, some of (those projects) are going to cost

money, but we waited too long. They could have cost us 
less sometime in the past had we done it. We just kept 
waiting and waiting and waiting, and now we've got to 
do it and we've really got to do it so it's not an option. 
We're in a place where things just get more expensive for 
any number of reasons." 

Selectmen Randy Parker and John Waterman 
were both on hand for the results of the election on Friday 
night outside the Cushing Community Center. The three 
selectmen awaited election results along with a small 
circle of other town officials and in some cases their 
spouses, enjoying pleasant weather and conversation. 

Hills held off Joe Zora Jr. in the selectmen's race, 

687-266. 

Zora Jr. also bid for seats on the Planning Board 
and the Board of Assessors. He received 276 votes for 
Planning Board, which left him far behind incumbents 
Collings (708 votes), Marum (657) and Hills (612). Despite 
his early withdrawal announcement. North still received 
327 votes for Planning Board. 

Zora Jr. got 150 votes for the Board of Assessors, 
while DeCosta cruised to reelection with 806. 

Write-in candidate Margaret McSweeny was 
the leading vote-getter (102) for an open seat on the Old 
Rochester Regional School Commitee. Danny Egwert 
received 40 votes. 

Marion Executive Director of Recreation Jody 
Dickerson won one of two open seats of the Marion 
School Committee with 114 write-in votes. McSweeny 
also received enough votes (58,10 more than fellow 
write-in candidate Mary Beauregard) to win the other 
open seat, but Town Clerk Lissa Magauran said she 
believes that McSweeny is prohibited from serving on 
both committees. According to Magauran, McSweeny 
has since indicated that she will serve on the ORR School 
Committee, opening up the second seat on the Marion 
School Committee for Beauregard. 

Two uncontested incumbents got the vote out, 
as Dot Brown (800) won another three-year term on 
the Board of Health and Moderator Brad Gordon won 
another one-year term with 831 votes. 

Running unopposed, Jeffrey Oakes (782 votes) 
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and Amanda Chace (769) held onto their seats on the 
Open Space Acquisition Commission for another three 
years. 

Hills has a long history in town government with 
15 years on Marion's Conservation Commission, founding 
roles on the Community Preservation Commission and 
the Energy Management Committee, and an appetite for 
three more years helping Marion confront its future. 

"If I'm not busy. I'm in trouble at home," he 
said after the election on Friday night. "I've got to do 
something, and this is probably the last time I'll run for 
office." 

Before he ever got involved in Marion's 
government, the retired U.S. Navy veteran found himself 
reading the newspapers and disagreeing with the news. 
Then it hit him. 

"Instead of sitting here complaining about it, 

I can go do something about it so I go do something 
about it," he said. "I've tried to do it in the best interest 
of everybody in town. You can't please everybody all 
the time, but the problem I see is the town has put off 
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SO much stuff for so long. It's got to be done, everybody 
doesn't want to do it. You heard it at Town Meeting, 'Kick 
the can down the road.' Well the can's been kicked down 
the road so many times on a number of things that it's 
come home to roost." 

Among facilities that he says need fixing is the 
Department of Public Works. "That's just criminal," he 
said. 

Hills hopes Marion can make progress as well 
with zoning bylaws that have effectively stalled two 
significant residential developments that most town 
officials consider key in allowing many senior citizens to 
continue to live in the town. 

"Part of the problem is we've got some bylaws

that sound real good, but they just don't work," he said. 
"Some of the discussions you heard at Town Meeting, 

(the bylaw has) been there 17 years and never been used. 

I think some of these things that the Bylaw Codification 
group's working on right now ... there's different bylaws 
that supposedly will get you open space and housing, 
but every one of them's got a poison pill in it and it's 
never been used. We're going to try to maybe get to the 
point where we can set those aside and come up with a 
bylaw that will get us what the town really wants. They 
say, 'We want village-type development.' Then let's write 
the bylaw that gets us that and not all these other things 
that are window dressing. Getting there is not going to be 
easy." 

Hills says the grant from the Southeastern 
Regional Planning & Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD) only gets the town so far. "We still need to 
come to grips with the affordable housing aspect of it, too, 
which is part of it but not integrated in what we're doing 
right this second." 

According to Magauran, approximately 670 of 
the 977 total ballots were cast by mail. The town, enabled 
by the state's loosening of the traditional restrictions on 
absentee voting, encouraged citizens to avoid crowding 
the polls on election day. 
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Mattapoisett's New Fire Station 
Breaks Ground

On June 30 the skies may have been gloomy, 
but faces were beaming with joy 
as local officials along with project 
planners, engineers and construction 
teams ceremonially broke ground 
for Mattapoisett's New Fire Station. 

On hand to celebrate the moment 
were State Representative William 
Straus, Selectmen Jordan Collyer 
and John DeCosta, retired Town 
Administrator Mike Gagne, current 
Town Administrator Mike Lorenco, 

Director of Inspectional Services 
Andy Bobola, Police Chief Mary 
Lyons, Fire Chief Andrew Murray, 
and retired Fire Chief Ronald Scott. 

Rounding out those who gathered 
were members of the architectural 
group Contex, construction 
management team Vertex, and 
contractor Rubicon. 

One volunteer whose 
leadership and expertise were acknowledged by Murray 
was Mike Hickey, chairman of the Mattapoisett Fire 


Station Building Committee. Hickey brought his many 
years of engineering know-how to the effort, along with 
volunteer Bill Cantor. The other Building Committee 
members included Collyer (who is also a captain on the 
Fire Department), Bobola, and Murray. 


Leading up to the event, Murray told The 
Wanderer, "As far back as 1980 when apparatus started 
getting bigger, the old station was out of date." For 12 
years, a new fire station was placed on the Capital Needs 
list. Murray said that the need for a modern building was 
increasing year over year as safety standards issued by 
OSHA and the NFPA put firefighter safety at the forefront 
of regulations, as well as the increasing size of fire trucks. 
Murray said that one engine was designed to fit the 
station, not the needs of the department. 

But the voters were not always ready to fund a 
new fire station. In fact. Town Meeting rejected an article 
to provide funding a new station some 10 years ago when 
then-Chief Ron Scott spearheaded what many believed 
was necessary even back then - a station that could house 
the increasing size of modern fire-suppression apparatus 
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and meet OSHA standards geared to ensuring the health 
and safety of the department. 

By May 2019 Town Meeting and after a yearlong 
effort on the part of the Mattapoisett Fire Station Building 
Committee, there was a sea change in attitudes based in 
understanding the issues the town faced with the aging 
station. 

From that Spring Town Meeting, The Wanderer 
reported. Article 14: Fire Station Construction Project 
Funding was presented by Mike Hickey the chairman of the 
committee that spearheaded the project and Fire Chief Andrew 
Murray. Their presentation included a video that demonstrated 
the lack of safety systems inside the aged firehouse, health 
concerns when firefighters cannot adequately decontaminate 
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personal gear and equipment as well as the lack of conformity to 
current OSHA standards. 

Murray ratcheted up his campaign for funding 
a new fire station for over two years, making it clear that 
the town was in imminent danger of losing staff to health 
conditions and being hit by large fines for a building 
lacking modern-era safety standards. He would hit on 
the importance of having .decontamination capabilities... 
shower, and vehicle exhaust systems." He stated, "These issues 
not only jeopardized the safety of the staff but put the town in 
harm's way for fines imposed by regulatory agencies, namely 
the National Fire Protection Association and Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration... fines are estimated at over 
$100,000 for each offense." 
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Yet pushback from downstream abutters persisted 
as concerns over stormwater runoff into the Pepperbush 
Lane neighborhood kept the engineering consultants 
seeking new solutions to old drainage issues, issues that 
emanated from the Police Station property. There was 
also concern expressed by homeowners living in the 
Mattapoisett Villages condominium complex next door. 
Lingering concerns were expressed on this day by Steve 
and Debra Pickup, who wanted to discuss tree removal 
and screening. A member of the Vertex team assured the 
couple that their concerns were being addressed and that 
ongoing dialogue was encouraged. 

During the Planning Board meeting held on 
September 16, 2019, Katie Enright of Howard Stein 
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present far more exposure to dangerous soot than ever 
before, he said. 

As the shovels were being passed around, Collyer 
told the assembled, ''It's been a long road; the department 
needs this to support and protect you." 

Hickey said the process of securing funding and 
moving a project of this size from concept to completion 
required, "need, timing, planning, selling and support." 
He noted the support of all the town's committees and 
boards and the voters. He said that Town Meeting support 
and the ongoing encouragement of the fire department 
members were appreciated. 

The 14-month construction phase has begun with 
new drainage systems being installed behind the police 


station. There are pending items on the to-do checklist 
according to Hickey, such as traffic lights and curb-cuts on 
Route 6. But he said those matters were being dealt with 
and expected closure soon. 

Seeing is believing, they say, so when Murray 
had the 1949 Engine Four brought to the construction site 
and parked beside the modern Engine One, it was clear 
that size matters. The older engine was dwarfed by the 
newer version. And, if you are wondering, the current fire 
station was opened in 1954 under the supervision of Chief 
George C. Bradley. The building was obsolete by the early 
1970s. 

Murray said the new fire station is planned to 
have a shelf life of 50 years. 

Town Employees to Split Refund on 
Dental Insurance

Dental offices were among inaccessible services 
during the months of April and May, as the coronavirus 
pandemic had Massachusetts at a commercial standstill. 
As a result, insurance premiums paid by town employees 
could not result in access to dental care. In response. Delta 
Dental has issued $6,336.40 in refunds to Rochester, which 
splits the cost with active town employees paying for 
dental coverage and those on a pension plan.

Mello, represents 30 percent of total premiums paid for 
April and May. 

Mello asked the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
during its June 24 meeting, "Should we split this as a 
50 / 50 or let the employees take the entire refund since 
they are more affected by it? We have an awful lot of 
people on dental (insurance) so I want you to realize what 
that means. If we only have the 50 percent, if you had an 
individual plan, you would be getting $9.25, which is a 
two-month payment so in other words, it's $4.50 a month 
that you're being refunded - period. That doesn't sound 
like an awful lot to me; when you break it down at that 
level it's kind of crazy so if we so if we gave them 100 
percent on an individual plan they get $18.50. That would 
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be their refund so it doesn't seem like much when you 
break it down that way. The town would be giving up, 
however, $3,154.56." 

The board batted the matter around and then 
asked Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar for her 
thoughts on the matter. 

"They get no benefit (for April or May), but 
they have the whole year to get their benefit," observed 
Szyndlar. "I will refer it to the board... My thought is the 
town paid half and the employee paid half. It seems it 
should go back the way it was paid out, but that's just my 
opinion... You still can go to a dentist; it just got delayed." 

Selectman Woody Hartley said, "The 
townspeople paid half, they should certainly get back 
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their half. But I don't think it's right for us to be giving 
out everyone else's taxes to a select few. I think it should 
stay in the general fund." 

Board Chairman Paul Ciaburri agreed, and so 
it was moved and approved that the employees would 
receive a refund in the amount of half of what was sent 
back by Delta Dental. 

In her Town Administrator's Report, Szyndlar 
said that Rochester is in the process of submitting grant- 
reimbursement requests for year-end (FY20) and that all 
reporting requirements are due July 1. 

With Town Meeting delayed by a month to June 
22, there is less time, she said, for acting and treasury 
departments to establish new rates and benefits for 
employees. 

The Department of Local Services allows 
payments of invoices and payroll no later than July 15, 
said Szyndlar, who plans at the next Board of Selectmen 
meeting to have year-end transfers ready for the 
members' approval. 

Town Hall remains closed to the general 
public, but copies of the Town Report were to become 
available for residents to pick up by the lockbox, weather 
permitting, and also by curbside pickup. 

On June 29, Rochester town buildings heated by 
forced hot air were scheduled to become equipped with 
in-duct purifiers that filter out microbial contaminates, 
reduce airborne particulates, and kill 99 percent of molds 
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and viruses. 

The Coronavirus Aid, Relief, & Economic Security 
(CARES) Act will cover the course. "This is all part of our 
plan to someday get all these buildings in compliance and 
open up (to the public)," said Szyndlar, noting that the 
Fire Department's headquarters building has baseboard 
heating and will not be so treated. 

In other business, the board approved the Fire 
Department's borrowing anticipation note for the pumper 
tanker. The members of the board were to sign the note 
at Town Hall. Mello told the board that Rochester had 
achieved a 0.95 for the year, a "super low rate." 

Rochester has earned recognition from the Arbor 
Day Foundation with notification of its Tree City USA 
status for 2019. Rochester is one of more than 3,600 Tree 
City USA communities with a combined population 
of 155,000,000. Szyndlar said credit needs to go out to 
Matt Monteiro for his work helping the town with the 
reporting and coordination that led to the recognition that 
happened in partnership with the U.S. Forest Service and 
the National Association of State Foresters. 

Ciaburri thanked the people who orchestrated 
Rochester's Town Meeting and election day. "I think it 
was better than we anticipated and it went so well (I'm) 
very happy, I thought that was a job well done by all." 

For the month of May, Rochester received 
$305,017 per its trash-processing agreement with 
SEMASS. 

Hartley said he wanted to address the water 
problem at Rochester crossroads but would need to 
wait for Selectman Brad Morse, who did not attend the 
meeting. The reorganization of the Board of Selectmen is 
also being put off until Morse can attend. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey will act as the town's 
negotiator in the purchase of property adjacent to town 
hall that is owned by the First Congregation Church. 

Hartley and Town Planner Stephen Starred will 
continue to represent Rochester to SRPEDD. 

The board voted to reappoint Ciaburri as its 
representative to the Plymouth County Advisory Board. 

"I would be more than happy to do it," said Ciaburri. 

"I really enjoy their meetings, and it's even better to get 
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more information with the CARES Act. It's very well run 
and very nice people to be involved with." 

Hartley requested an executive session in the next 
Board of Selectmen meeting to discuss negotiations with 
vendors, and he said he would like to begin meeting in 
person. 

Due to the constraints of space in Town Hall, the 
board may hold a hybrid meeting in its next session in 
which the members of the board and Szyndlar will be 
present with safe spacing and anyone else will be able 
to access the meeting via Zoom. Bailey said that he and 
Starrett are working on hooking a computer into the 
conference room's whiteboard that acts as a monitor. 

Friday, July 3, is the designated work-week 
holiday for July 4, so the board is looking to resume its 
traditional schedule of meetings on the first and third 
Mondays of the month. The next Board of Selectmen 
meeting is scheduled to be held on Monday, July 6, at 6:00 
pm. 

Planning Begins for FY21 Budget 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

During the June 30 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen, the primary focus was on planning a 
revised FY21 budget. 

Retired Town Administrator Mike Gagne, 
along with current Town Administrator Mike Lorenco, 
explained to the board what early steps have been taken 
as the town faces revenue shortfalls related to business 
declines in the wake of the coronavirus pandemic. 

Gagne began by saying that he believed the board 
was correct in postponing the annual town meeting and 
taking a one-twelfth approach to running the town while 
awaiting better data on local and state revenues. "This 
gives you some breathing room," he said. Before the 
March announcement that the state was in quarantine, 
schools were to close, and most businesses shuttered, 
Gagne said the Finance Committee and the town's 
department heads had nearly completed work on the 
FY21 budget. 

"We were getting ready for a consensus budget," 

he said. 

Now faced with what he and Lorenco estimate 
could be revenue losses between 10 and 15-percent, it's 
back to the drawing board. Revenue sources such as 
motor-vehicle excise taxes represent two-thirds of the 
town's receipts, Gagne stated, and until the town has 
closed the books on FY20 any decrease in revenue is 
speculative. "We'll be in a better position to firm things up 
when the state aid is announced," he said. 

Gagne said that, by looking at the 2010-11 
recession, a measured approach to decreasing revenue 
projections can be made. But he also wanted to share 
some positive fiscal news. He explained that the Board of 
Selectmen had voted to move municipal health insurance 
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coverage to the Massachusetts Interlocal Insurance 
Association offered through the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association. 

''It's the largest group of its kind," he said. The 
group was able to reduce the town's costs in this category 
by 4.5-percent for a savings of $125,000 to the town and 
an equal amount to the enrolled employees. "The plan," 
Gagne said, "also offers improved coverage for dental and 
hearing aids." 

Lorenco said that in crafting a revised FY21 
budget local revenue projects were trimmed by 12-percent 
and new growth by 25-percent. He said that cuts and 
adjustments to the original FY21 budget represent a 
reduction of $440,000, a 20-percent cut over last fiscal year. 
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"It's the best position for the town," he said. Lorenco added 
that $150,000 had been used from the debt stabilization fund 
for the new Fire Station engineering costs, but that overall 
cuts in revenue projections and expenses had been planned 
for FY21. 

Lorenco said that, in terms of securing some 
funding to offset the impact of COVID-19, the town had 
applied for $150,000 from the Plymouth County Cares 
program which manages funds from the Federal Care Act 
that was passed by Congress on March 27 to provide some 
financial relief to states in mitigating the financial impact of 
COVID-19. "Between July 1 and September 30, we have an 
additional $500,000 to use," he said. 

FEMA funding was also discussed, as was a grant 
applied for by the police department in the amount of 
$50,000 to overset overtime expenses. "All of this will 
help to make up losses," Lorenco said. "We've got a hiring 
freeze in place and will delay capital purchases that aren't 
needed at this time. We'll look at the 10-year Capital Plan 
to see what can be pushed out." Lorenco also indicated that 
meetings with the Finance Committee and Capital Planning 
Committee would be scheduled to set a new budget for the 
upcoming but yet-to-be scheduled town meeting. 

The selectmen also met remotely with the incoming 
Library Director Jennifer Jones, who said she looked 
forward to working in Mattapoisett. Lorenco said that 
outgoing Library Director Susan Pizzolato will stay on 
during a transition period and to help with the library 
reopening. 

Selectman Paul Silva asked how businesses were 
performing to the guidelines set by the Board of Health, as 
restaurants began serving customers in outdoor settings and 
other businesses returned to providing goods and services. 
Lorenco said there had been a few issues with masks not 
being used properly, but he said that after conversations, 
some which included licensing and permits to operate, 
most businesses were in compliance. He thanked those 
businesses that have cooperated and offered assistance to 
those establishments that might need additional help or 
guidance. 

Lorenco also took the time to laud Elizabeth 
DiCarlo of Mattapoisett for being selected as a member of 
the 2020 Class of Commonwealth Heroines. This recognition 
is given to women from throughout the commonwealth 
whose work has advanced the role of women, calling them 
"positive changemakers." 

Legislators are asked by the Massachusetts 
Commission on the Status of Women to select a woman 
from their area who represents the best-of-the-best. In 
selecting DiCarlo, Representative Antonio Cabral noted 
".. .her work on multiple fronts over the past 40 years." He 
said DiCarlo served people from Central America, those 
devasted by HIV / AIDS, those needing access to affordable 
housing, and efforts to mitigate discrimination faced by 
LGBTQ people. Her list of accomplishments also includes 
being a registered nurse and community organizer for over 
50 years. Lorenco said a congratulatory letter would be sent 
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to DiCarlo. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen will be posted at mattapoisett.net once 
scheduled. 

Emerging Business Wants a Piece of Marion 

Marion Marine Resources Commission

Aspiring kelp farmer Amy Tamagini went before 
the Marion Marine Resources Commission at its June 29, 
remote access meeting to present her proposal to farm 
kelp in Marion waters. 

'T'd like to have a potential site off of Wing's 
Cove," she told the meeting, summarizing a plan to grow 
the algae seaweed in depths of 16 feet, using the nearby 
boat ramp to access the water. 

From Wareham but now living in Marion, 
Tamagini was wild-harvesting quahogs, but said she did 
not have a license for what she wants to do next. Thus, 
an Aquaculture Application to farm kelp in a commercial 
shellfishing enterprise. "I wanted to start a sea farm," she 
said. 

To that end, Tamagini applied to GreenWave, 
was accepted and, since October 2019, has received help 
finding the best areas to farm. 

GreenWave, the Connecticut-based regenerative- 
farming program, partners with emerging sea farmers 
with its own training and helps them throughout 
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permitting and site-selection processes, along with 
marketing and harvesting assistance. 

The idea, explained Tamagini, is to set a 250- 
foot line (with 200 feet of kelp seed) in one day in 
October and harvest in one day around March-April at 
a time when the water will not have reached 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit and when harvesting would not interfere with 
any kayaking or commercial or recreation fishing using 
the ramp. GreenWave would help at both ends as part of 
the farmer-training program. 

If approved, Tamagini plans to contact town 
officials and get to work mark her underwater site, 
but she expects the permitting process to take all year 
if not into 2021 so her expectations are modest for the 
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immediate. 'Tf I were to put it in this winter, it would be 
more experimental than anything," she said. 

Her request for a two-acre plot is ambitious, 
considering Marion only considers a half-acre for such 
an applicant. But the larger matter where it concerns kelp 
altogether. 

"As of right now, our aquaculture regulations 
don't refer to kelp... this is something we're going to 
have to address. You are the first," said Marion Marine 
Resources Commission Chairman Vincent Malkoski, who 
works for the Department of Marine Fisheries. "We're 
going to have to do our own homework." 

The upsides of kelp farming include pulling 
nitrogen from the water, a matter taken up this year by 
Board of Health member Dot Brown in a successful push 
for a bylaw amendment requiring new septic installations 
to include an upgrade designed to accomplish that very 
thing. 

Tamagini said she became interested in kelp 
because it only requires weekly maintenance, grows itself, 
and is "a very big benefit to the environment." 

"I love this water and didn't want to see the 
pollution continue so I wanted to do my little part," she 
said. "The line will be underwater so it won't be in plain 
sight of anybody or in anybody's way." 

Tamagini also noted that, assuming the venture 
is a success, Martha's Vineyard oyster farmers Dan and 
Greg Martino have expressed interest in buying her kelp. 
The Vineyard, she said, cannot produce enough kelp to 
keep up with the emerging market. Someday, she hopes, 
she can harvest it farm-to-market with local restaurants. 

Commission member Michael Moore cautioned 
Tamagini to make sure her lines are properly weighted to 
avoid losing her crop. Commission member Joseph Guard 
asked what would happen if the seed leaves the site and 
grows in other areas, would there be any adverse effect? 

Tamagini referred to workshops she has attended 
and explained technique in fastening the line to the 
underwater rope. "You put fasteners every six inches so 
there's no slope to the bottom because if it touches the 
mud, snails begin to eat it and it becomes foul and you 
can't sell it." 
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Commission member Pete Borsari asked, after 
harvest, what remains in the water? Tamagini said 
everything comes out. Moore asked what about the 
moorings, to which Tamagini said she believes those also 
come out but will review the matter. 

Tamagini told the commission she would take 
heed from all suggestions and review her entire proposal, 
anticipating a series of meetings and revisions. 

''The Board of Selectmen will want to hear from 
us," Malkoski told Tamagini. "I can't tell you when we'll 
have some updated regulations for that. We'll try not to be 
a hindrance for the process." 

In his report to the commission. Harbormaster 
Isaac Perry said that, since the town got out of the trash 
business, there have been "unintended consequences." 

Since seasonal residents returned and visitors 
began populating the area, public trash has become a 
problem. The fish-cutting station, said Perry, is the only 
facility that Marion manages where it does not have a 
trash problem. 

"Prior to Waste Management, we called the 
DPW in a moment's notice. We don't have that luxury 
anymore," said Perry, referring to the town's outsourcing 
of trash removal. 

The problem, explained Perry, is not a lack of 
dumpsters. People are just not using them or they're 
overstuffing a smaller one sitting next to a large one that 
remains less than half full. 
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''It's not really the trash from the boaters, it's the 
general... all kind of issues we can't seem to get around," 
said Perry, adding that Wareham is encountering a similar 
problem. "Waste Management employees don't get out 
of the truck. I can't say there isn't a day when we're not 
picking up trash that's blowing around. It is by far the 
most frustrating issue." 

On a positive note. Perry reported that 
recreational fishing is busy this summer. 

"On a daily basis people are asking where the 
sweet spots are. I think people are going to turn over 
the soil and we're going to get a good idea on what the 
shellfish density looks like," he said. 

Perry publicly thanked Donna Hemphill for 
her tireless work under stressful circumstances in town 
offices. "She's done an amazing job of getting us through 
it. devoting 100 percent of her attention to three things, 
and the numbers just don't add up - beach stickers, 
transfer-station stickers, guest passes, now walk-in traffic 
as well. She really pulled us through this year, amazingly, 

I can't say enough." 

The next meeting of the Marion Marine Resources 
Commission is scheduled for Monday, July 20. 

Mattapoisett Harbormaster Puts Safety First 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

Things are popping at the Mattapoisett wharves 



now that summer is in full swing. Just ask Harbormaster 
Jamie McIntosh. Coming before the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board on June 25, the first meeting the board 
has held since February and their first plunge into remote 
access public meetings, McIntosh updated the board on 
wharf projects, future plans, and ongoing improvements 
both on shore and on the waters of Mattapoisett Harbor. 

"We've mitigated a lot of trip hazards on the 
wharves," McIntosh began, referring to numerous 
locations on the three wharves where metal pieces were 
sticking out of the asphalt, dock-line anchors obstructing 
pedestrian movement and orange cones placed over holes 
and severe dips in the pavement. He said that these, along 
with other onsite conditions, had been flagged by the 
town's insurance agent as critical issues needing repair. 

Staying on the theme of safety, McIntosh said 
that a series of channel markers or navigational aids had 
been installed to ensure boaters were aware of no-wake 
restrictions when entering and existing the mooring 
fields. He said that, because of the width of the channel, 
boaters were historically prone to higher rates of speed, 
oftentimes causing dangerous wakes for boaters onboard 
their moored vessels. It had previously been reported 
that a boater was knocked to his deck during one such 
incident. "It's no-wake throughout our harbor," McIntosh 
empathized. 

McIntosh said Robert Clavin, a member of 
harbormaster's staff, had assisted working with the Coast 
Guard in designing the placement of PATON (private 
aids to navigation) not only for the channel but for the 
marking of recreational space for water skiing and similar 
activities. "We'll place four large boundary markers near 
the recreational area," he said. 

Aucoot Beach, one of several sticker-required, 
public beach areas in the community, will have swim 
markers in the future, McIntosh stated. He said that jet- 
ski use in the area was dangerous for swimmers and that 
visual demarcation of the swim area is necessary. 

Decades of patchwork repairs and neglect of Long 
Wharf was once again a discussion point when McIntosh 
explained his decision to withdraw an application for 
a Big Grant aka Boating Infrastructure Grant Program, 
managed by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. "It's in 
our best interest to forego the Big Grant for now... Our 
attention needs to go to Long Wharf," he said, prompting 
chairman Carlos DeSousa to ask, "How much longer do 
we have before the next storm takes it?" 

The Big Grant would have required the town to 
expand transient dockage with a plan by May 2021. But in 
a follow-up, McIntosh explained his rationale. "We don't 
have an ideal placement for transient dockage right now," 
he said. "The real issue is Long Wharf; we need to focus 
on that before the Big Grant." 

McIntosh said that smaller grants from the 
Seaport Economic Council and other sources will help 
to fund a harbor study, and the design and engineering 
costs the town must provide for Long Wharf. "The town's 
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portion would be 25 percent and the grant would pick-up 
the other 75 percent," he said, noting that there will be an 
article in the warrant for the date-to-be-announced Town 
Meeting for such waterfront enterprise-fund activities. 

There was discussion and support by the 
MAB for reconfiguration of the safety dock that would 
include moving the pump-out boat to a mooring. 

The reconfiguration would also allow the creation of 
new transient spaces. And while that dock had been 
exclusively for safety boats and equipment, McIntosh 
said he would assign transient spaces to the outside of 
the floating dock, a less-than-ideal location but, "This will 
give us a little time until the Barstow project gets going." 

Inquiries as to the launching of the new 
harbormaster boat were made with McIntosh responding 
that it is nearly ready pending the installation of electronic 
equipment and other essentials. He said that training will 
take place in partnership with the Fire Department. 

McIntosh closed out his comments by asked the 
board members to bring their thought and ideas to the 
next meeting with respect to proposed work on Long 
Wharf. He expressed a sense of urgency, saying that with 
monies being redeployed to fund supplies and services 
related to the pandemic, time is of the essence. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is scheduled for July 30 at 7:00 pm. Public 
posting of the meeting will detail whether it will be a 
remote access meeting or one held in Town Hall. Visit

Members of the Tri-Town Communities, 

Today, Governor Baker's Office and the 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
released (DESE Press Release) their initial guidance about 
reopening schools this fall. We share its goal of safely 
returning as many students as possible to in-person 
school settings in order to best meet students' academic, 
social, and emotional needs. 

We will immediately start reviewing this 
guidance and collaborating with key stakeholders to 
begin to understand how we can best implement it. We 
also acknowledge that these initial guidelines do not 
address every topic and that there will be additional 
guidance coming from the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education throughout the summer. The full 
version of the initial guidance is attached to this email 
correspondence. Here are some key components from the 
initial guidance to review: 

Current medical research supports a safe in- 
person return to school - with preventive measures in 
place - as infection and transmission rates are lower for 
children than adults 

Preventive measures include masks / face coverings, 
physical distancing, handwashing, and cleaning 
frequently touched surfaces 

Masks / face coverings will be required for all 
students in Grade 2 and above and for all adults; they are 
recommended for students in Grade 1 and below 

Based upon current medical research, and in 
conjunction with other preventive measures, a minimum 
physical distance of three feet has been established 

Our schools will need to develop three separate 
plans - one for return to full in-person instruction with 
safety requirements, one for full remote learning, and one 
for hybrid learning that combines in-person and remote 
learning. Based upon the current medical situation, the 
expectation today is that students will return to full 
in-person instruction in September; however, that is 
subject to change based upon how the medical situation

From the Files of the Rochester Historical 
Society 

By Connie Eshbach 

In the 1700s when people traveled mainly by foot 
or on horseback, Boston was a long way from Rochester. 
The distance didn't deter the residents from having strong 
views on independence from Britain. 

Nathaniel and Timothy Ruggles, Jr., sons of 
Timothy Ruggles, the second minister (for 58 years) of 

the center's church, were 
staunch Tories. Nathaniel 
ran Ruggles Tavern on 
the old road to Marion 
and here those in favor 
of continuing British rule 
met to discuss and debate 
the news of the day. Close 
by was hearing's Tavern 
where his general store 
had become the gathering 
spot for the town's 
Whigs (those in favor of 
separating from Britain) 
where they had their own 
discussions on the need 
for independence. 

■ — ^ Timothy Ruggles, Jr. 

practiced law in Rochester 

and Sandwich until he, five of his brothers, and others 
from Rochester, went west to Hardwick, MA where his 
grandfather had proprietary rights. (Hardwick is one 
of the towns drowned in the making of the Quabbin 
Reservoir). In 1775, Ruggles was one of the three 
Massachusetts delegates to the Stamp Act Congress 
in New York. He was chosen as President of the body, 
but his rulings were opposed by the Whigs and he was 
reprimanded 
publicly. Shortly 
after that, he ^ 

became an 
open Tory. 

With most in 
Massachusetts 
pro¬ 
independence, 
his home in 
Hardwick was 
burned to the 

ground and in 1776 when the British Army retreated from 
Boston, he fled to Nova Scotia.

Abraham Holmes' memoirs extensively cover 
the revolutionary years. At 21, he was sent to investigate 
rumors of a battle on April 19,1775. In Middleboro, he 
met a messenger who confirmed the reports of Colonial 
militiamen facing off against the British soldiers.

The Invisible Man, Starring Elisabeth Moss and Oliver 
Jackson-Cohen.

Catching up: Leigh Whannell's The Invisible Man, 

I can't help feeling, was robbed of its shot at becoming a 
word-of-mouth blockbuster thriller that makes audiences 
scream happily. (As it is, the film, whose release was 
stunted by COVID-19 and the closure of movie theaters, 
still managed to scare up a decent amount via streaming 
and at drive-ins.) The Invisible Man is tethered to its strong 
lead performance — it's probably unthinkable without 
Elisabeth Moss — and it's a bit mechanical in the way that 
thrillers great or small can be. But I would be dishonest if 
I said it didn't make me flinch and gasp. No doubt about 
it: the movie works. And it works on a nasty personal 
level; it exploits our awareness that women are gaslighted 
by abusive men all the time, to perpetuate and add to the 
abuse. 

Moss is Cecilia, stuck in a suffocating relationship 
with wealthy scientist Adrian (Oliver Jackson-Cohen). 

She plots her escape, spirited away by her sister (Harriet 
Dyer) and delivered to the safe home of her childhood 
friend James (Aldis Hodge), also a cop. The distraught 
Adrian kills himself, or so he wants the world to think. 

In reality, he's using his beefed-up invisibility suit — he's 
some sort of optics genius — to stalk Cecilia and ruin her 
life bit by bit. Nobody, of course, will believe Cecilia — 
not her sister, not James or his college-bound daughter, 
whose tuition Cecilia is paying for out of the money 
Adrian willed to her. We recognize fairly quickly that 
Adrian is contriving to alienate Cecilia from everyone 
else so that he can control her, in ways obvious and not so 
obvious. 

Made for relative couch change ($7 million). The 
Invisible Man doesn't indulge in an abundance of special 
effects, like Hollow Man or even Memoirs of an Invisible 
Man. There's a scene where Elisabeth Moss is held aloft by 
her invisible attacker that might've been better conceived, 
and her subsequent being tossed around the room is 
needlessly crude; what was needed, I think, was a way 
to take us intimately inside her experience, to be worthy 
of the quieter, more dread-ridden moments. That writer- 
director Whannell actually has some integrity to betray, 
by way of the more flamboyant clashes, speaks well of 
the rest of the movie: it earns its Big Moments but doesn't 



really need them. Most of the terror here works on dark, 
elemental levels — someone is after me but nobody will help 
me. Some of the emotional work, with Moss's performance 
gaining power as Cecilia becomes more frightened and 
frustrated, is first-rate and lifts the thrills considerably. 

Some of this description, of course, may read a bit 
stiffly because I'm trying to write around the twists. I can 
say that The Invisible Man has its technical ducks in a row, 
with Stefan Duscio's sleek photography consorting well 
with Benjamin Wallfisch's richly ominous score (though 
I wish Wallfisch hadn't leaned so much on the deep 
rattling honking he used on Blade Runner 2049 — at times 
it reminded me of the punitively ghastly score by Trent 
Reznor and Atticus Ross for the repugnant Gone Girl). 

This is the sort of suavely composed thriller that would've 
been not only a big hit but a water-cooler topic in a better 
time. The premise may be techno-pulp, but most of the 
movie stays with Cecilia's choking feelings of helplessness. 
You may wonder what she could possibly do against her 
torturer. 

In its last act. The Invisible Man almost lost me. It 
gets too plotty introducing elements that seem to add little 
but padding, not to mention impatience on our part. The 
nobody-will-believe-me theme gets a vigorous workout, 
but all it leads to is gunfire and a ton of "wait a minute" 
incidents. How convenient, for instance, that someone who 
has been careful to isolate and delegitimize Cecilia should 
leave so many people around to support her side of the 
story. The climax is enjoyable in an empty, guilty way, like 
a candy bar. But Elisabeth Moss shepherds us through it 
all; she stays connected to the basic nightmare of a woman 
with a bad ex-boyfriend in a perfect position to make her 
life hell. Cecilia's ultimate act is, as written, something of 
a betrayal of her character, but the way Moss plays it — as 
the only act left to Cecilia — it isn't. The Invisible Man is a 
reminder of how high a conventional thriller can be lifted 
with the right star, whose performance deserves better 
than cruel fate allowed.

Buzzards Bay Water Quality 

Water quality conditions measured in Buzzards 
Bay last summer (2019) offer a stark reminder about the 
impact of land development, outdated infrastructure, and 
climate change on the health of the Bay, according to data 
collected by the Buzzards Bay Coalition. A majority of 
locations around the Bay showed slight declines in water 
quality during the summer of 2019. 

Each week in summer, the Coalition's volunteer 
corps of Baywatchers collect water quality data at more 
than 200 monitoring stations on 30 major harbors, coves, 
and rivers across Buzzards Bay. These trained volunteers 
measure temperature, salinity, water clarity, dissolved 
oxygen, and general weather conditions. This data is 
combined with laboratory analysis of nitrogen and 
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chlorophyll levels by the Marine Biological Laboratory 
in Woods Hole. These two data sets are combined to 
produce the Bay Health Index, which scores the health of 
harbors, coves, and rivers from 0 to 100. 

Overall, about 37 percent of Buzzards Bay's 
waterways are now considered healthy, with "good" Bay 
Health scores. These waters are characterized by clear 
waters with visibility greater than six feet deep and high 
dissolved oxygen levels that allow fish and shellfish to 
thrive. Another 47 percent of waterways are in "fair" 
condition. In these areas, algal blooms grow causing 
cloudy water that makes eelgrass beds become sparse 
or completely disappear and dissolved oxygen levels 
periodically drop.

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health, that are severely impacted by too much pollution 
resulting in murky waters and unhealthy underwater 
habitats, ticked up slightly to 16 percent. 

''This year's data include measurements that were 
taken shortly after a major rainfall last July that washed 
elevated levels of nitrogen pollution into the Bay," said Dr. 
Rachel Jakuba, the Coalition's science director. 

Heavy rainstorms increase nitrogen pollution in 
the Bay in two ways—through stormwater runoff from 
properties throughout the region and by overloading 
wastewater treatment systems that serve our area's 
most populated communities. Stormwater runoff 
washes nitrogen and phosphorus pollutants from failing 
wastewater systems, fertilizers, and hard surfaces— 
buildings, parking lots, and roads—directly into the 
Bay. Heavy rainfall moves the nitrogen quickly in the 
Bay, short-circuiting the natural processes that remove 
nitrogen as it percolates from soils or is absorbed by 
wetland plants. In addition, combined sewer overflows in 
New Bedford discharge excess untreated sewage directly 
to nearby streams, rivers or other water bodies. 

Water quality tests taken last July followed a 
two-day storm on July 23 and 24 that left between two 
to three inches of rain throughout the region. An intense 
storm, such as the one experienced last year, significantly 
increases pollution in the Bay over the short term. The 
effect of that event led to a decline in Bay Health index, 
albeit a modest decline, because the scores reflect a five- 
year average. 

Heavy rains delivering huge amounts of runoff 
to the Bay are expected to be an increasing problem 
for water quality in the years ahead as climate change 
increases the frequency and intensity of storms. 

The 2019 Bay Health results, however, also 
demonstrate the potential for reducing human impacts on 
the Bay. New Bedford Harbor, for example, continues to 
show gains in water quality that reflect the city's efforts to 
remove combined sewer overflows from its wastewater 
system. While not yet eliminated, the work that has been 
done so far has resulted in noticeable improvements in the 
outer harbor and stabilized readings for the inner harbor, 
both of which are classified as being in "fair" health. 

"While the high nitrogen levels in many places 
following the July rainstorm showed the often negative 
impacts of development on water quality, the 2019 data 
also show the potential for smart development to have a 
beneficial impact on water quality," Jakuba said. 

The vast majority of nitrogen pollution to 
Buzzards Bay comes from traditional home septic systems 
and wastewater treatment plants. Although weather can 
play a big role in year-to-year changes in the Bay's health, 
the largest long-term improvements will happen when we 
continue to reduce nitrogen from wastewater. 

Red Brook Harbor in Pocasset demonstrates what 
can be accomplished by improving wastewater treatment. 
A private wastewater system that removes nitrogen 
from the water was built to support a condominium

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development as well as Kingman Marina and its 
associated businesses. Since the wastewater plan began 
its operation, the water quality scores throughout the 
harbor have climbed, and the outer harbor's health is 
now classified as "good," the result of several years of 
improved water quality. 

The Coalition is spearheading a regional 
collaboration among the upper Bay communities in 
Wareham, Bourne, Plymouth, and Marion that aims to 
substantially reduce the amount of nitrogen discharged 
into the Bay. The project would connect more homes 
to the Wareham wastewater treatment plant, which 
removes as much as 95 percent of nitrogen from its 
treated wastewater. First, however, the plant's discharge
